ILsion of two New York-New O r­ 
leans stream liners killed 18 and 
injured 60 yesterday, and addition­ 
al victims were hunted in the 
wreckag e today. 
The silvery northbound South­ 
erner pulled from a siding here 
into the path of the onrushing 
southbound Crescent. The sledg e­ 
ham m er crash turned the first car 
of the Southerner into a g iant cof­ 
fin. 
The trains met on a hig h rail­ 
road trestle 29 miles southwest of 
Birming ham. 
The Crescent was^ 
using the Southern tracks because! 
a bridg e was out on the Louisville; 
and Nashville lines near New O r­ 
leans, 20 miles away. 
Rounds Curv e to Crash 
The Southerner had stopped af­ 
ter pulling out from the siding . 
The Crescent rounded a curve and | 
roared into it. 
“We were slammed back 80 feet,** 
said Georg e Newton, Seminary, 
Miss., a passeng er in the third 
coach of the northbound train. 
“Everybody was running throug h 
the train screaming .” 
Normally the Crescent operates 
over the Southern to Atlanta, over 
the West Point route to Mont­ 
g omery, Ala., and thence to New 
Orleans via the L & N. 
All of the known dead were on 
the Southerner, most of them in 
the first car, which was smashed 
like an eg g shell. 
Trainm en said 
P. J. Powers, Birming ham, en­ 
g ineer of the northbound train, 
was killed and his body caug ht in 
the wreckag e. 
It had not been 
recovered. 
Fifteen Neg ro dead were re ­ 
moved from the ill-fated car, the 
“Mississippi,” a combination bag - 
g ag e-passeng er coach with 22 seats. 
It was telescoped by the car 
behind it. 
Rescue workers cut into the car 
with torchee to bring out the 
victim« . 
One of the first was a plump, 
unm arked baby g irl of 2 or 3. She 
was still warm, but dead. 
“Hold her until we can g et her 
m other out,” said the m an who 
handed her down. 
K. C. Shults, division superin­ 
tendent of the Alabama Great 
Southern (a division of the South­ 
ern Railway) said there was no 
indication that safety sig nals which 
should have stopped the South­ 
erner on its siding w^ere not w^ork- 
ing . 
The northbound train had g one 
into the siding to allow its south­ 
bound companion train to pass. 
The 13-car Crescent 
w’^as a few 
m inutes behind the other south­ 
bound train. 
Going About 69 MPH 
Shults said the Crescent prob­ 
ably was running at about 60 miles 
an hour when it hit, 
Sev^en cars of the Crescent left 
the tracks, with four plung ing off 
the 40-foot em bankm ent. Almost 
miraculously, no one w^as killed in 
the cars which dropped to the 
g round. 
Next to the “Mississippi” was 
an extra coach on the Southerner 
and few if any passeng ers were 
using it. 
The Southerner’s eig ht cars were 
crowded 
with 
214 
passeng ers. 
Only 119 were on the Crescent. 
Fuel from the Crescent's eng ine 
caug ht fire but was q uickly put 
out. 
Jim Burford, Tuscaloosa, board­ 
ed the Southerner at that city, its 
last stop before the w-reck. 
“The crash was like a sledg e 
ham m er blow,” he said. 
“I heard 
the porter yell. I must have black­ 
ed out. 
The next thing I rem em ­ 
ber, was the \ oice of a boy screani- 
ing , ‘Mother, are you dead“’ Speak 
to me, m other.’ 
“Another passeng er was scream ­ 
ing for morphine. 
I went backj 
to the club car and g ot some m in­ 
iatures of whisky. The porter was 
hurt, but he said ‘who’s g oing to 
pay for these,’ and I told him ‘who 
cares' and g ave them to some of 
the injured.”
